29. (New) The mouse device of claim 23 wherein the multimedia control device comprises 
multiple devices for controlling functions of a CD-ROM drive, wherein one or more such 
functions are selected from the group consisting of play, stop, next-track, previous-track, fast- 
forward, and fast-backward. \ 

30. (New) The mouse device oAclaim 23 wherein the multimedia control device comprises 
multiple devices for controlling funcrions of a tuner, wherein one or more such functions are 
selected from the group consisting of next station or channel, previous station or channel, scan 
up the frequencies, scan down the frequencies, and preset stations. 

3 1 . (New) The mouse device of claimy 3 wherein the multimedia control device comprises 
multiple devices for controlling functions o^a speaker, wherein one or more such functions are 
selected from the group consisting of volumA treble and base. 

32. (New) The mouse device of claim 23, wnerein the cursor control device is selected from 
the group of pointing devices comprising a mousA a touch pad, a trackball, and a joystick. 

33. (New) A method of controlling a multimediayevice, the method comprising: 
receiving a signal from a multimedia device control on a mouse coupled to a computer; 
receiving a signal from a computer cursor positioning device on the mouse; 
packetizin g the signals; \

34. (New) A system comVising: 

a computer having at least a processor and a memory; 

a multimedia device operatively coupled to the computer; 
.^l:::^ a pointing device having a Wsor control device, and a control for controlling a function 
of the multimedia device such that aWation of the control causes the computer to control the 
fimction of the multimedia such that the function is immediately accessibl e via the pointing

a connection that operatively coupltes the pointing device to a corresponding port of the 
computer through which all communication\^etween the pointing device and the computer 
occurs. 

35. (New) The system of claim 34 wherein the\onnection comprises a wireless connection 
between the mouse device and the computer. 

36. (New) The system of claim 34 wherein the connexion comprises a radio frequency 
transceiver. 

37. (New) The system of claim 34 wherein the signals generated by the cursor control device 
and multimedia control device are packetized prior to communication over the connection. 

38. (New) The system of claim 34 wherein the port is a serial portion the computer. 

39. (New) The system of claim 34 wherein the multimedia device is infis^grated with the 
computer. 
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40. (New) The V^stem of claim 34, wherein the multimedia device is selected from the group 
of multimedia devicesScomprising an amplifier operatively coupled to at least one speaker, a 
radio tuner, a television ft^ner, and an optical disc player capable of playing audio compact discs. 




41. (New) A system comfsdsing: 

a computer having at lea^ a processor and a memory; 
a multimedia device pgeraWeJy in with the computer; 

a housing; 

a mouse button within the houMng to control an operation on the computer; 
a cursor control device coupled to the housing; 
— ^ at least one multimedia control deVce disposed within the housing to c ontrol only th e 
multimedia device through the computer; 

a connection that transmits signals generated by the mouse button, cursor control device 
and multimedia control device to the computer; 

and wherein the at least one control devic^provides i mmediate accessibilit y to the 
multimedia device through the computer. 



42. (New) The mouse device of claim 41 wherein tne signals generated by the mouse button, 
cursor control device and multimedia control device are packetized prior to transmission over the 
connection, and wherein the connection comprises a radio fi^uency transceiver.
